Tlie fact that hundreds of mines 
now closed would bo reopened and that 
thousands of men would be employed in 
those tuinea if siver was worth in bullion 
what it is now worth when coined, that 
is $1 2939 per ounce, ia so apparent that 
the most reckless advocate of Wall street 
rule in the White House does not dispute 
it. 


The goldbug gang, however, has at- 


tempted to weakea the effect of the fact 
on the mind of every property holder. 
Uuder the provisions of the Act creating 
the State B >ard of Assessors and Equal- 
ization, three persons—a majority of the 
Boa:d—are endeavoring todo arbitrarily 
wh»t the free coinage of silver would ac- 
complish naturally.
